"Churning" for Clnmn. 

Two thirds oi the clams are got by 
"churning." The clam ^ang wades out 
over the bed and shovels up mud and 
olam.s and everything that conies along 
into big wire baskets, which, when 
about full, are lifted out of the water, 
and a rinsing and shaking washes out 
the mud and leaves the clams. Two 
men and a boy ittond to each basket, 
one man shoveling in the mud, thi: 
second getting out the clams, and the 
boy culling them. Churning can only 
bo done at about half-tide, when the 
water is two or three feet deep, as, bj- 
the time the workman has to put his 
liead under water, when he bends over 
at shoveling, he soon has to give up the 
job. The suction on the shovels is 
tremendous, and they are made ex- 
ceptionally strong. When there are 
good ttde^ on the full and change of 
the moon, the clams may be raked out 
alter the manner of the non-profes- 
Bioaal digger; a shovelful of mud is 
turned up at a time, and the clams it 
contains are raked out with a clanidioe. 
Consideration oi either of the abovt; 
methods is Ruliicient for a true under- 
st:iiiding of the lia|ipineti.'i of the clam 
at liigh water. I'lie clam ordinarily lies 
1 ti I he nuid from two to eighteen inches ; 
a clam that would bury itself much 
deeper than eighteen inches is not to be 
looked upon with favor.
